We are informed 
that forty or fifty Illinois families will 
arrive in Los Angeles Valley early in 
the Fall, with a view of permanently 
locating here. We may safely count 
on a like number of arrivals from 
each of the Southern and Western 
States. Several parties from the East 
have been examining the hill lands 
on which Mr. B e a u d r y is now 
throwing an abundant supply of water, 
with a view of purchasing building 
lots for themselves and for friends to 
arrive. They have examined the 
water-works, the reservoir and the 
fountain-head, and are satisfied that 
the difficulty of irrigating the hill 
lands has, through the energy of Mr. 
B e a u d r y , been entirely removed. 
This feeling of confidence in the suc­ 
cessful watering of the high lands pre­ 
vails throughout the entire commun­ 
ity, and those owning property in that 
part of the city are well satisfied with 
their purchase. The owners of real 
estate both in and around the city 
mark a decided increase in the num­ 
ber of buyers, and we venture the pre­ 
diction that there will be an average 
advance of twenty per cent, in real 
property in this city within the next 
four months. 


An Ancient Scandal. 
The little trouble which has of late 
attracted some attention in Brooklyn, 
has set the curious at work hunt­ 
ing up parallel cases. 
The most 
striking instance that has yet been 
found is in an old book not much read 
nowadays. The d e ta ils a re too volum­ 
inous for the columns of a daily paper, 
but those who will take the trouble to 
read the story as set down in the 
aforementioned old volume, com­ 
mencing at the eleventh chap­ 
ter of II Samuel, will see that 
the affair must 
have been a 
great scandal in its day. The 
principal parties to this little bit of 
ancient trouble were, like those of the 
Brooklyn story, two men and oue 
woman. Their names were D a v id , a 
man of some note and position,U r i a h , 
the Hittite, and B a t h s h e b a , the 
daughter of E l ia m and wife of the 
Hittite. The following is the closing 
chapter of D a v id ’s statement, as 
taken down in short hand by one N a ­ 
t h a n : 
But the thing that D a v id had done dis­ 
pleased the Lord. And the Lord sen tN a t iia n 
unto D a v id . And he cam e unto him and 
said unto him : There were two m en iu one 
city; the one rich and the other poor. The 
rich m an had exceeding m any floeks. But 
the poor m an had nothing, save one little 
own lam b, which he had bought and nour­ 
ished up; and it grew up together with him 
and with his children; it did eat of his own 
m eat and drank of his own cup, and it lay in 
his bosom, and was to him as a daughter. 
And there came a traveler unto the rich m an; 
and he spared to take ot his own flock and 
of his own herd to dress for the wayfaring 
m an that was come to him . And D a v id ’s an­ 
ger was greatly kindled against the m an; and 
ns said to N a t h a n , As tin* Lord llveth, the 
m an that hath done this tiling shall surely 
die: And he shall restore the lam b fourfold, 
because he did this thing, and because he 
had no pity. And N a t h a n said unto D a v id , 
Thou art the m an. 


Political. 
Watching the political cauldron ¡9 a 
source of great amusement to us at all 
times, and especially so at the mo­ 
ment when the managers begin to 
touch the wires moving the puppets 
that are to amuse the masses during a 
campaign. In some of the States the 
show is opening, and the wax figures 
that are to dance until a President is 
elected, are being set out. As yet, we 
are favored with only rehearsals, but 
from them may be learned the char­ 
acter of the performance that it is in­ 
tended shall run through the season. 
Both of the old parties seem to realize 
the importance of making a strong 
cast, and offering a programme that 
will be acceptable to the people. Both 
are looking about for their best men, 
and both are manufacturing platforms 
of excellent material. The Democ­ 
racy of Illinois have selected and 
placed in their platform a few planks 
which all must admit are sound. 
They are as follows: 
First. The restoration of gold and silver as 
the basis of currency of the country, a speedy 
resumption of specie paym ents, and the pay­ 
m ent of all the national indebtedness in 
m oney recognized by the civilized world. 
Second. Free commerce. 
Third. Individual liberty and opposition to 
sum ptuary laws. 
Fourth. A rigid restriction’of the Govern­ 
m ent, both State and national, to the legiti­ 
mate dom ain and political power, by exclud­ 
ing therefrom all executive and legislative 
Interm eddling with ttie affairs of society, by 
which monopolies are fostered, privilege 
classes aggrandized, and individual freedom 
unnecessarily and oppressively restrained 
Filth. The right and duty of the State to 
protect its citizens from extortion and unjust 
discrim ination by chartered monopolies. 


T h e Sacramento Record thinks the 
United States so democratic, so plain, 
so plebeian, so unaristocratic that 
her own citizens as they become re­ 
fined and educated, leave and make 
their homes in the more high-toned 
nations of Europe. Indeed! Has 
this untoward circumstance anything 
to do with the fact that the editor of 
the Record is one of Her Majesty’s 
subjects, that he refuses to become a 
citizen of the United States, and that 
he has more to say about and does 
more growling at our political institu­ 
tions than a dozen gentlemen to the 
manor born ? 
Subjects of Great 
Britain or of any other nation, who 


live in this country and yet refuse to 
become citizens, should at least evince 
the good taste to avoid all attempts at 
anything looking like leadership in 
political affairs. 


T h e H e r a l d has been charged 
with using language more caustic 
than complimentary, when referring 
to some of its cotemporaries. We'do 
not deny the impeachment; we like 
to call things by their right names, 
but we have never been more severe 
in this respect than the Sacramento 
Union,which refers to the editors of the 
San Francisco Rost and Chronicle as 
“ fat-witted fools,” “ sneaks,” and 
“journalistic muddle-heads,” and the 
thunderer of the Oakland Transcript 
as an “ idiot.” 


T h e r e are now in California twenty- 
one Alden evaporating fruit machines 
erected or being erected, located as 
follows: Five at San Lorenzo, Ala­ 
meda count}’; three] at Centerville, 
same county; three at Sonoma, Sono­ 
ma county; two at Vacaville, Solano 
county; two at Napa City, Napa 
county; one in San Jose, and five in 
this city. It is safe to say that within 
the next three years there will not be 
less than twenty of these evaporators 
in operation in this county alone.

P r e s c o t t , August 18.—Late advices 
from the San Carlos Reservation say 
that “Captain Chiquito,” with the last 
remnant of the straggling bands of 
hostile Apaches, surrendered at that 
post on the 17tli. He had with him 
fifteen warriors. Lieutenant Ward, 
Fifth Cavalry, in command of the 
post, confined Chiquito in the guard­ 
house. 
Chapo, the Indian who last year cre­ 
ated such an emeute at the Verde Res­ 
ervation, and by his misrepresenta­ 
tions induced nearly all the Indians 
there to abandon the Reservation, was 
killed on the 10th of this month by a 
party of soldiers sent out from the 
San Carlos Reservation under guide 
Stanley. All the Indians in company 
with Chapo, to the number of seven, 
were taken prisoners and brought into 
camp. 
The commanding ofiicer at San Car­ 
los at last advices had not learned of 
the apprehension of Del-che, and had 
sent out a large party of Apache sol­ 
diers to effect his arrest. 
The Indians at San Carlos are well 
pleased with their fine harvest. Be­ 
tween eight and ten thousand pounds 
of barley have been bought by the 
Quartermaster’s Department at four 
cents per pound. About half as much 
more barley, which was damaged by 
the spring rains, was not threshed but 
used as pasturage for Government ani­ 
mals. Fifiteen thousand pounds of 
wheat have been harvested and are 
now stacked on the reservation. All 
this work was accomplished in the 
face of very discouraging obstacles. 
The Indian Bureau supplied no farm­ 
ing tools and the Apaches were obliged 
to cut the grain with their butcher 
knives. Twenty-five acres of corn are 
under cultivation, andas maDy more 
of beans. 
Mr. Clum, the new Indian Agent, 
arrived at the Reservation on the 7th 
inst. 
P r e s c o t t , August 18.—The mining 
news from Hassayauipa is encourag­ 
ing. Both quart/, ami placer mines 
are and have been doing well.

Some portion of sealed packages m ust be 
opened for Inspection. 
LOCAL BREVITIES. 
A letter from “ Zoé Zella,” our 
Santa Monica correspondent will ap­ 
pear to-morrow. 
We are glad to learn that Mr. Milll- 
ken is again able to be out, after a five 
weeks siege with his broken leg. 
A German dramatic performance 
and ball is announced to come off at 
Turn-Verein Hall, on Sunday evening 
next. 
A gentleman from Anaheim reports 
that there is a lively row in that burg 
over the location of the depot for tho 
proposed railroad. 
Mr. E. M. Piercy was yesterday 
called to San Francisco to attend the 
funeral of an older brother named 
David, who died in that place. 
The case of Shannon vs. Gray was 
coueluded in the County Count yes­ 
terday, and a verdict rendered in favor 
of the defendant, Gray, for $37 35. 
Mr. Jacob Gray who lives one mile 
east of Florence, yesterday sold his 
fine farm of 540 acres, to Mr. J. E. 
Hollenbeck from Nicaraugua, for $14,­ 
000. 
Officer Hartlee has lost a line New­ 
foundland pup, with spotted logs and 
a white mark on the end of his tail. 
Has anybody seen the animal ? If so, 
return it to the owner, and be duly re­ 
warded. 
Our indisposed town clock is to be 
placed in the hands of Messrs. Fisher 
& Thatcher for treatment. It will re­ 
ceive a thorough overhauling gener­ 
ally, the defective parts restored, and 
the whole made as good as new. 
A good move was made by the Com­ 
mittee on Police in the Council yes­ 
terday in recommending that drivers 
of teams he required to hitch them 
when left standing on the street. If 
t his regulation were rigidly enforced 
there would be fewer runaways in our 
city. 
Mr. De Cells and party returned to 
the city yesterday, having finished 
their hunt for the time. They killed 
eight deer and wounded many more 
which they failed to take. The bear 
whose tracks they followed for some 
time, was not captured. The hunters 
contemplate another expedition in 
October. 
The Sea Lion, Captain Miller, will 
leave Wilmington next Monday for a 
trip to Santa Catalina Island. She 
will take over our friend Madigan and 
a party who contemplate a ten days’ 
pasear on the island. There is not a 
jollier commander on the broad Pa­ 
cific, with large craft or small, than 
our friend Captain Miller, and to sail 
with him on a pleasure trip is some­ 
thing reserved for only the favored 
few. 
Workmen commenced tearing down 
the adobe wall on New High street, in 
the rear of Downey Block yesterday. 
Tite Express has it that this is the 
commencement of the great hotel im­ 
provement which Gov. Downey is 
about to make. Another story will be 
added to the block, and extensions, 
taking in the frontage on New High 
street, will be built. In the center of 
the large structure a grand rotunda 
will be left, which will form the inte­ 
rior key to the entire building. 
At the meeting of the Common 
Council yesterday the resignation of 
officer Thomas was handed in and ac­ 
cepted. We did not learn the reason 
why Mr. Thomas thus severed his con­ 
nection with the force but suppose it 
was to engage in some other more lu­ 
crative and less onerous business. Be­ 
sides being an efficient and honorable 
officer, Mr. Thomas 1ms developed 
mauy genial qualities not always 
found in guardians of the law, and lias 
made a host of friends throughout the 
community. 
We wisli him well 
wherever his lines may be cast. 


Grand Jury Report. 
The Grand Jury concluded its ses­ 
sion yesterday and returned the fol­ 
lowing report: 
We respectfully beg leave to report 
to your honor that we have examined 
sixteen cases and found fourteen true 
bills. 
We visited the County' Jail in a 
body and gave it a thorough examina­ 
tion. So far as regards t tie building, 
your jury would say that in their opin- 
íon-a new jail should be provided at 
the earliest possible moment. It is 
needless to add that it is a disgrace to 
any county'. It seems to be kept in 
an unusually cleanly' manner; but the 
barbarous custom of lodging the un­ 
willing tenants on the hard oak floor 
with nothing but the clothes on their 
bodies between them and the boards, 
should be abolished without delay. 
Considering the monotonous style 
of the meals furnished the inmates, 
and the liberal amount paid by the 
county for their board (viz: $3 65 per 
week) it might not seem amiss to give 
them, say a part of it cup of tea be­ 
tween the hours of 12 o’clock at noon 
and half-past 6 or 7 o’clock the follow­ 
ing day. 
Your Jury also visited the hospital, 
and with much pleasure report the 
singular cleanliness of the samo. We 
cannot speak too highly of tlie effi­ 
cient maimer in which it is conducted. 
We cannot refrain from referring to 
the evils arising from allowing houses 
of ill-fame to be kept in tho heart of 
the city. We understand that the 
city' authorities are and have been en­ 
deavoring to remove them but meet 
so far, with very poor success. 
In the opinion of the jury, active 
steps should be taken and followed up 
until no disreputable places of this 
nature shall exist contiguous to the 
heart of the city. 
We would respectfully recommend 
that the next Grand Jury', in case 
nothing is effected sooner, indict each 
and every keeper of such house, or 
ownerofsuch building in which such 
house shall be kept, in the district re­ 
ferred to.

Common Council Proceedings. 
T h u r s d a y , A u g u st 20,'1874. 
The Council met at the usual time 
with President Sabichi in the Chair. 
Present—Counci linen Dock weiler, Val­ 
dez, Gerkins, Huber, Workman, Mas- 
carel and Beaudry. Absent—De Celis 
and Chavis. The minutes of special 
session held August 10th were read 
and approved. The minutes of last 
regular meeting were also approved 
after reading. 
The Committee on Lands reported 
favorably upon the petition of John 
Devercde, as referred at last meeting. 
By permission, Mr. McPherson ap­ 
peared on behalf of P. Bollard to pro­ 
test against the adoption of the report; 
requesting that the matter bo laid on 
the table for one week to allow fur­ 
ther examination on his part. On mo­ 
tion the report was laid on the table 
according to request. 
The Finance Committee reported ad­ 
versely to the petition of E. E. Hew­ 
itt, special agent of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad referred at last meeting, 
wherein the company requested a re­ 
turn of the 750 shares of railroad 
stock held by the city', which delivery 
was provided for in their contract. 
Received and adopted. Mr. Hewitt 
asked for a certified copy of the action 
of the Council, which oil motion was 
ordered to be given. 
The City Surveyor reported meas­ 
urements and specifications for the 
building of the Main street sewer, 
stating that the required assessments 
had been made upon property owners. 
Received and ordered carried out. 
'l’he Committee on Zanjas reported 
upon the report of Zanjero, referred at 
last meeting, stating that it was found 
to be correct ; recommending that the 
appropriation of $250, as requested by 
Zanjero, be made. 
Mr. Beaudry, appointed a commit­ 
tee to examine the town clock, and 
ascertain the required repairs, re­ 
ported, transmitting a statement of 
Messrs. Fisher & Thatcher, offering 
to place the clock in as good a condi­ 
tion as when new for the sum of sev­ 
enty-live dollars; also offering to keep 
it in repair and to regulate it by 
transit 
observations, 
for twelve 
months for the consideration of fif­ 
teen dollars per month. Mr. Dock- 
weiler favored the removal of the 
town clock entirely to tho copula of 
the High School building. Mr. Mas- 
carel stated that the clock is the prop­ 
erty of the county, and cannot be re­ 
moved on the authority of the city. 
It was then suggested that as the 
clock is the property of the county it 
should be kept in repair by the 
county. Mr. Beaudry thought that if 
the county is willing to furnish the 
clock free of cost to the city', as our 
citizens are most benefited by it, the 
city should willingly pay the expense 
of keeping it in repair. Mr. Gerkens 
moved that the proposition of Messrs. 
Fisher & Thatcher be accepted for re­ 
pairing the clock, and that they be 
allowed ten dollars per month, for 
the term of one year, to keep it in re­ 
pair and regulate it. Amended to 
make the monthly compensation 
$12 50. Carried, as amended. 
The Finance Committee then report­ 
ed the following bills with their ap­ 
proval, which were formerly withheld 
in consequence of informalities in au­ 
diting: E. Neitzke, $77 35; Griffith, 
Lynch & Co., $18 35; Perry, Wood­ 
worth & Co., $52 20; J. Mullally', 
$52 80; J. Mullally, 3; Perry, Wood­ 
worth & Co., $35*36; Griffith, Lynch 
& Co., $20 71; Swignrt & Huber, $33 70. 
On motion, the bills were ordered to 
be paid. 
A communication from John Mayer 
was received, with specifications and 
bids for extending tho Main sewer. 
Oil motion, placed on file and laid on 
the table until the Clerk can advertise 
for other bids for doing the required 
work as specified by the City Sur­ 
veyor. 
A communication from J. J. Thomas 
was received resigning the position of 
policeman. Accepted. 
The Committee on Police reported as 
follow s: 
1st. That police officers be instructed 
to come regularly on watch, and, if 
they fail to do so three times in one 
month that they be discharged from 
the police force. 
2d. That Ed. Ryan be appointed po­ 
liceman tn place of Mr. Thomas, re­ 
signed. 
3d. That the Chief of Police be in­ 
structed to enforce the ordinance re­ 
quiring parties to hitch their horses 
when they leave them standing on the 
street. 
4th. That the mounted police be re­ 
quired to do duty on the outskirts of 
the city. Adopted. 
A communication from Timothy 
Sullivan, was received, complaining 
of nuisance on his premises, caused 
by Zanja No. 8. Referred to Com­ 
mittee on Zanjas. 
A protest from F. U. de Ocnmpe 
was received against granting petition 
of Joseph Mullally. 
Also protest 
against same grant, by Mr. Olvera. 
Both protests were referred to the 
Committee on Lands. 
A similar protest was received from 
Arcadia Stearns, and referred to same 
committee. 
A communication from the Health 
Officer was received, witii recom­ 
mendations for regulation of slaugh­ 
ter houses within the city limits. 
Adopted. 
A communication from L. H. Titus 
was received giving notice of his in­ 
tention to grade the street in front of 
his property. Granted. 
A similar petition from L. H. 
Thomas was received and granted. 
A petition from L. Messmer was 
submitted praying for permission to 
build stairway to basement in new U. 
S. Hotel buiding from sidewalk. Re­ 
ferred to Committee on Lands. 
The President of the Council sub­ 
mitted the contract executed by him 
on the part of the city with Messrs. 
Thom & Ross, engaging that firm as 
associate counsel for the city in the 
approaching water suit with the pro­ 
prietors of Los Feliz ranch. 
Ail ordinanco was presented regu­ 
lating the rates to be charged by the 
Water Company for water furnished 
to consumers in the city, in accord­ 
ance with the report of Committee 
adopted at the last meeting. Adopted. 
A petition from Felipe Martinez 
was presented, praying for a deed 
from the city for certain lands. Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Lands. 
A petition from Hanguineti & Ri- 
vara was presented praying for a deed 
from thu city to certain lumi now in 
their possession. Referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Landi*. 
Mr. Gerkens called the attention of 
the Council to the bad condition of 
upper Main street, that thoroughfare 
being full of “ chuck-holes.” Referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 
Mr. Beaudry moved tiiat the City 
Surveyor be instructed to make out 
the assessments against property own­ 
ers oil Main street to meet tne neces­ 


sary expenses for constructing the 
Alain street sewer. Carried. 
Mr. Beaudry moved that a commit­ 
tee he appointed to draft an ordinance 
providing for the removal of all old, 
vacant buildings which are in such a 
dilapidated condition as to endanger 
the lives of passers-by. Carried by 
the following vote. Ayes—Beaudry, 
Dockweiler, Mascarel and Workman. 
Noes—Valdez, Gerkens and Sabichi. 
Messrs. Beaudry, Mascarel and Ger­ 
kens were appointed such committee. 
Adjourned. 


General Stampede Among the Freighters. 
One of the liveliest runaways of the 
season was started at the depdt yester­ 
day morning. A six-horse team ran 
away on Aliso street and commenced 
the game. As they came down Ala­ 
meda street and turned up Commer­ 
cial, past the depot, they set every­ 
thing into double-quick motion along 
the line. A team belonging to Air. 
Wilson, attached to a heavy truck, 
dashed away and kept up a smart race 
alongside of the first runaways. The 
drivers of the various smaller vehicles 
along the street made it their business 
to get out of the way, regardless of the 
ordinance against fast driving. At the 
corner of Commercial and Los Ange­ 
les streets one of the animals in the 
six-horse team fell and became be­ 
came detached from the others. The 
remaining five turned up Los Angeles 
street, and making a circuit of the 
block started on their break-neck way 
out Aliso, meanwhile running-a- 
muck with a light spring wagon, and 
knocking it out of time completely. 
In front of Campbell’s stable they 
were finally brought to a halt. The 
other team kept up Commercial, 
down Alain and Spring, finally turn­ 
ing across First to Main again, where 
they were cheeked by a Mexican who 
rode in pursuit and succeeded in seiz­ 
ing the rein of one of the horses. Al­ 
together, the damage may be counted 
slight for a runaway of such calibre. 
Hitcii your horses when you leave 
them. 


Outrageous. 
It will be remembered that on last 
Monday, a serious runaway occurred 
on Commercial street, which resulted 
in severe injuries to the parties who 
were riding in the buggy, and also to 
the runaway horse. The animal liad 
one of his legs broken and was other­ 
wise disabled so that he was rendered 
useless. At the time, it was reported 
that the owners liad caused him to be 
killed, but such was not the case. He 
was taken across tho river and there 
left in his pitiable condition without 
food, water or care of any kind. For 
four days the helpless animal thus 
remained, 
and was still alive 
yesterday as reported by the Chief of 
Police to the City Council. The horse 
was the property of some parties in Los 
Nietos we understand and was driven 
at the time of the accident by Air. 
Frankel. Upon one party or the other 
some serious blame attaches. Such 
negligence is reprehensible and inhu­ 
man, and anybody who would leave a 
dumb brute to sucli needless suffering 
ought to answer for it at the hands of 
the law. We are glad to say that the 
Council ordered tho animal to be put 
out of his misery at once if found to 
be past recovery, and officer Hartlee 
did the act of mercy by-shooting. 


German School Meeting. 
Our German citizens met at Turn- 
Verein Hall lust night to take steps 
for the establishment of an efficient 
German school in this city. Air. 
Heinch the President of the school or­ 
ganization, occupied the Chair and 
stated the meeting. 
After the reading of the minutes of 
the previous meeting, a general 
discussion ensued on the sub­ 
ject in hand, and it was decided to 
increase the membership of the or­ 
ganization as much as practicable, 
and as soon as sufficient funds are 
raised, to build a now school house.

Dr. Joseph 
Kurtz, Air. Jacoby and Dr. Heinze- 
man, were appointed a committee to 
draft a new constitution in case that 
tile old one which lias been lost can­ 
not be recovered. The Trustees were 
authorized to canvass the city for new 
members to the organization, and the 
books were then opened for new sig­ 
natures. The next meeting will oc­ 
cur on the evening of September 20tli, 
one month from last night.
